GENERAL SUMMARY. 

METHOD AND SCOPE OF THE INVESTIGATION. 

In order to determine to what extent immigrants are the recipients 
of charity, the Immigration Commission planned an extensive investi- 
gation covering this phase of the immigration question. In addition 
to the original investigation the Commission has compiled existing 
federal statistics relative to immigrants and pauperism. This com- 
pilation consists of statistics from the United States Bureau of the 
Census and the United States Bureau of Immigration and Naturali- 
zation, covering the period from 1850 to 1908.° 

In outlining this investigation it would have been highly desirable 
to secure information not only from organized city charity societies, 
but also from societies which confine their efforts to relieving the pov- 
erty of specific races, and from societies which are organized within 
the churches for the purpose of looking after the poor. To conduct 
such an investigation even in a few cities would be almost impossible, 
and the Commission therefore decided that, in addition to securing 
general information relative to charitable assistance received by immi- 
grants in the industrial communities selected for study, it would 
undertake to secure data relative to aid furnished immigrants during 
a certain period by the charity organizations of a considerable num- 
ber of cities. 

The matter was thoroughly discussed with Mr. Francis H. McLean, 
Field Secretary of the Field Department for the Extension of Organ- 
ized Charity in the United States, and a plan was devised to secure 
this information by preparing a suitable blank form which should be 
furnished the charity societies of the various cities selected for study. 

A schedule or form was drafted, on which information was to be 
entered for each member of the family at home for each case, native 
or foreign born, receiving assistance during aperiod of six months, 
from December 1, 1908, to May 31, 1909. The report for Boston, 
Massachusetts, however, includes only the new cases assisted during 
this period. The information required for each case was apparent 
cause of need and aid given, and for each individual was race, sex, 
age, conjugal condition, occupation, and country of birth, and for the 
foreign-born individuals the additional information of years in the 
United States, ability to speak English, and political condition. No 
account was made of a case unless some assistance was given. The 
information required was entered on this schedule by an employee 
of the society, usually the registrar, and for this service a small

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eayment was made by the Commission. A representative of the 
ommission visited these societies, with the exception of those in the 
far West, giving instructions as to the use of the schedule. Mr. 
McLean was of the greatest assistance to the Commission both in 
arranging for securing the desired information from the various 
societies and in assisting in preparing the blank form. 

The schedule or form used in collecting the information and the 
instructions which were printed on the back of each schedule are 
shown on pages 393 to 395. 

In addition to the instructions printed on the back of each schedule 
personal instructions relative to rilling the forms were given by an 
agent of the Commission, as has been already stated. After the filled 
schedules were returned to the Commission they were closely exam- 
ined, and when necessary the slips were returned to the societies for 
further information or for corrections. 

The study of immigrants as charity seekers made by the Immi- 
gration Commission includes the work done by the charity organiza- 
tion societies during the six months from December 1, 1908, to May

The report on immigrants as charity seekers : is presented in two 
volumes. The first volume contains a general summary of the data 
secured, the statistical compilation from the United States Census 
bulletin previously referred to, a discussion of the data for the cities 
of Baltimore, Boston, Brooklyn, Buffalo, Cincinnati, Minneapolis, 
St. Louis, Washington, and Honolulu, and a grand summary of all 
data in the form of general tables. The second volume consists 
entirely of general tables based on the data collected in each city. 

GENERAL NATIVITY AND RACE. 

The summary table which follows shows for each of the 43 cities 
from which information was secured the number of cases reported. 
Each individual or family asking assistance the charity society calls a 
"case," and the term is used throughout this report to mean an 
individual or family assisted by some one of the societies furnishing 
reports. As before stated, no report was made of a case unless 
some assistance was given. The data are presented by general 
nativity and race, or people, of head of case. In a case consisting 
of a family the "head of case" is the husband, if living at home, or 
the wife, if a widow or deserted. In a case where there is no family, 
such for instance as brothers and sisters, the "head of case" is'the 
person upon whom falls the responsibility of providing; or if such 
responsibility is apparently fairly divided the "head of case" is the 
person who makes application for assistance.

The total number of cases for which information was secured is 
31,685. The head of case was foreign-born in 12,140 cases, or 38.3 
per cent of the total; native-born of foreign father (immigrants of the 
second generation) in 3,388 cases, or 10.7 per eent of the total; white 
native-born of native father in 12,597 cases, or 39.8 per cent of the 
total, and negro native-born of native father in 3,489 cases, or 11 per 
cent of the total.

The largest proportion of cases in which the head was foreign-bom 
is shown by the German, with 2,156, or 6.8 per cent of the total num- 
ber of cases, involving 8,475 persons, or 7.1 per cent of the total num- 
ber of persons. The next largest is shown by the Polish, with 2,048 
cases, or 6.5 per cent of the total number of cases, involving 10,245 
persons, or 8.6 per cent of the total number of persons.

Of the persons involved, the proportion in cases where the head of 
case was foreign-born was 57 per cent in the North Atlantic States, 
43.3 per cent in the North Central States, 10.2 per cent in the Southern 
States, and 44.4 per cent in the Western States. 

Referring again to the table relating to cases, it is seen that among 
the races where the head of case was foreign-born or native-born of 
foreign father the races ranking first, second, and third in the pro- 
portion of cases within each geographical division were as follows:

— German, foreign-born, 8.2 per cent; Polish, for- 
eign-born, 7.2 per cent; German, native-born of foreign father, 5.9 
per cent. 

Southern. — German, foreign-born, 3.5 per cent; German, native- 
born of foreign father, 2 per cent; Polish, foreign-born, 1.6 per cent. 

Western. — German, foreign-born, 8.2 per cent; English, foreign- 
born, 6.3 per cent; Irish, native-born of foreign father, 4.8 per cent.

With the German, which has the same number, the Irish also ranks 
first in Elmira. 

The Polish ranks first among foreign races in Buffalo, Chicago, 
Cleveland, and Wilkesbarre; and with the Dutch, which has the same 
number, also ranks first in Grand Rapids. 

The English ranks first among foreign races in Pawtucket, Seattle, 
and Springfield, and with the German, which has the same number, 
also ranks first in Atlanta. 

The Hebrew ranks first among foreign races in Brooklyn and 
Maiden, and with other races which have the same number, also 
ranks first in Des Moines. The Dutch ranks first in Kalamazoo," and 
with the Polish, which has the same number, also ranks first in Grand 
Rapids. The Swedish ranks first in Minneapolis, and with other 
races which have the same number, also ranks first in Des Moines. 
The South Italian ranks first in Rochester. 

APPARENT CAUSE OF NEED.

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The cause reported in the largest proportion of cases and involve 
ing the largest proportion of persons is lack of employment or insuf- 
ficient earnings. This cause was reported in 59 per cent of the total 
number of cases, involving 61.8 per cent of the total number of per- 
sons. The cases in which the head was foreign-born report this 
cause of need in 59.8 per cent of the total number of cases, the total 
native-born reporting 58.6 per cent, and the native-born of foreign 
father, 62.1 per cent.

The French Canadian foreign-born, with 38.9 per cent, the 
Swedish foreign-born, with 46.1 per cent, and the Swedish native- 
born of foreign father, with 49.3 per cent, show small proportions 
reporting lack of employment or insufficient earnings. Of the white 
native-born of native father, 60 per cent reported this cause. 

The second most important apparent cause of need was death or 
disability of breadwinner. The per cent of the total number of 
cases reporting this cause is 28.7, involving 28 per cent of the total 
number of persons. The cases in which the head was foreign-born show 
a slightly larger proportion, 30.2 per cent, reporting death or disa- 
bility of breadwinner than do the total native-born, with 27.7 per cent 
so reported, and the native-born of foreign father, with 27.2 per cent. 
The races reporting a large proportion where this was the apparent 
cause of need are the Swedish foreign-born, with 35.9 per cent; the 
Norwegian foreign-born, with 33.6 per cent; and the Danish foreign- 
born, with 33.3 per cent. The races with a small proportion of cases 
reporting death or disability of breadwinner are the Scotch native- 
born of foreign father, with 18.5 per cent; the Scotch foreign-born, 
with 19.6 per cent; and the Syrian foreign-born, with 20 per cent. 
The cases in which the head was white native-born of native father 
show 26.4 per cent thus reported. 

Death or disability of another member of family was reported in 
18.9 per cent of the total number of cases, involving 23.1 per cent of 
the total number of persons. 

Neglect or bad habits of breadwinner was reported in 18.7 per 
cent of the total number of cases, involving 20.8 per cent of the total 
number of persons. The cases in which the head was Polish native- 
born of foreign father, and Swedish native-born of foreign father, 
show the largest proportions of cases reporting this cause, their per- 
centages being 34 and 29.9, respectively. The white native-born of 
native father show 19.6 per cent so reported. 

Old age was reported m 6.2 per cent of the total number of cases, 
involving 2.9 per cent of the total number of persons. The smaller

proportion shown for the number of persons is due to the fact that 
the cases in which this cause was reported consisted, with but few 
exceptions, of from one to three individuals. Old age was reported 
as the apparent cause of need in 7.1 per cent of the foreign cases; 
3.9 per cent of the cases of immigrants of the second generation; 
9.7 per cent of the negro native-born of native father; and 5 percent 
of the white native-born of native father. 

For 8 of the foreign races old age was reported as the apparent 
cause of need in one-tenth or more of the cases, as follows:

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The cause of need most frequently reported is lack of employ- 
ment, which was given as either the sole cause or one of the causes 
in almost one-hall of the cases.

Disability of husband was reported as an apparent cause 
in 31.9 per cent of the cases, death or disability of another member 
of family in 19.9 per cent, old age in 18 per cent, neglect or bad 
habits of husband m 9.5 per cent, and other causes in 7.7 per cent of 
the cases.

10.4 per cent of those of native birth and 9.5 per cent of those of for- 
eign birth were at home; 84.4 per cent of those of native birth and 
85.4 per cent of those of foreign birth were at school; and 5.3 per

From the above table it is seen that of the Polish children 6 and 
under 16 years of age born abroad, 10.6 per cent were at home, 83.4 per 
cent at school, and 6 per cent at work, while of the Polish children 
born in the United States of foreign-born Polish fathers, 12.2 per 
cent were at home, 82.3 per cent at school, and 5.5 per cent at work. 
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Six races are each represented by more than 100 children born 
in the United States and more than 100 born abroad. Those races 
are the Bohemian and Moravian, Canadian other than French, 
German, Hebrew, South Italian, and Polish. The proportion 
of children at work was greater among children of native birth 
than among those of foreign birth for the Bohemian and Moravian, 
Canadian other than French, and German; the same among those 
of each nativity for the Hebrew; and less among children of native 
birth than among those of foreign birth for the South Italian and 
Polish. 

TEARS IN THE UNITED STATES. 

In only a small proportion of cases were those receiving charitable 
assistance recent immigrants to the United States. The total number 
of cases in which the head of the case was foreign-born reporting years 
in the United States is 1 1 ,703. The tables and chart which follow show 
for each race represented by 50 or more cases the proportion in the 
United States each specified number of years. The second table 
shows the percentages in the cumulative form; that is, the per cent 
in the United States under 1 year, under 3 years, under 5 years, etc.

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DIGEST OF THE REPORT ON HONOLULU, HAWAII. 

The report for Honolulu, Hawaii, covers the work of the Associated 
Charities from December 1, 1908, to May 31, 1909. In order to sat- 
isfactorily present the data, it was necessary to modify the form of 
tabulation used for the cities of continental United States. It was 
impossible, therefore, to combine the data for Honolulu with those 
for the other cities included in the Commission's report on immi- 
grants as charity seekers. 

During the period of the investigation 117 cases were assisted, in- 
volving 429 persons. The cases are divided as to nativity, as follows:

During the period of the investigation 2,472 cases reporting race of 
head of case were assisted, involving 9,505 persons. The cases in which 
the head was native-born comprise the larger proportion of the 
cases assisted, having 2,094, or 84.7 per cent of the total number, 
with 7,991 persons involved, or 84.1 per cent of the total number of 
persons. The cases in which the head was foreign-born numbered 
378, or 15.3 per cent of the total number of cases, involving 1,514 
persons, or 15.9 per cent of the total number of persons. The cases 
in which the head was native-born of foreign father show a total of 
119 cases, or 4.8 per cent of the total number of cases, involving 546 
persons, or 5.7 per cent of the total number of persons.

As may be noted above, the cases in which the head was white, 
native-born of native father, received the greatest proportion of the 
assistance given by the society; 1,455 cases, or 58.9 per cent of the 
total number of cases, were assisted. These cases consisted of 5,793 
persons, or 60.9 per cent of the total number of persons. The number 
of cases in which the head was negro, native-born of native father, 
was 520, or 21 per cent of the total number of cases, involving 1,652 
persons, or 17.4 per cent of the total number of persons. The remain- 
der of the cases were small in number in comparison with the native- 
born of native father; in 5.7 per cent of the total number of cases 
the heads were German, foreign-born; in 3.4 per cent Polish, foreign- 
born; in 3.2 per cent German, native-born of foreign father; in 1.7 
per cent Irish, foreign-born; in 1.3 per cent Bohemian and Moravian, 
foreign-born, and in 0.9 per cent Irish, native-born of foreign father. 

The races represented by 20 or more cases have been selected for 
more detailed study.

Lack of employment or insufficient earnings, alone, or along with 
other causes, was reported as a cause of need in 52.1 per cent of the 
total number of cases, involving 54.8 per cent of the total number of 
persons. Over one-half the cases for each race report such a cause 
of need, with the exception of the cases in which the head was negro, 
native-born of native father, 41.5 per cent, and Polish, foreign-born, 
47.1 per cent. 

Sickness or death is classified under two headings — death or disa- 
bility of breadwinner and death or disability of another member of 
family; the former is reported in 26.4 per cent and the latter in 20.8 
per cent of the total number of cases. 

Neglect or bad habits of breadwinner was given as the cause of 
need in 18 per cent, and old age in 3.6 per cent of the total number of 
cases.

Food or meals, alone, or along with other assistance, was furnished 
in 47 per cent of the total number of cases, involving 49.4 per cent 
of the total number of persons.

The only marked differences in the aid furnished the different 
nativities is shown by medicine or medical assistance, the native- 
born having 28.5 per cent, the foreign-born 27.2 per cent, and the 
native-born of foreign father 42 per cent of their cases so assisted.

The total number of persons involved in the 2,472 cases assisted 
is 9,505. The average number of persons per case is 3.85. The 
average number of persons per case for the cases in which the head 
was foreign-born is 4.01, native-born of foreign father 4.59, total 
native-born 3.82, and white native-born of native father 3.89.

Lack of employment or insufficient earnings alone, or along with 
other causes, was the apparent cause of need in the greatest propor- 
tion of cases, having 46.5 per cent of the total number so reported. 
The cases in which the head was foreign-born report lack of employ- 
ment or insufficient earnings as a cause of need in 44.7 per cent of 
their number and the native-born in 49.2 per cent. 

A larger proportion of the cases in which the head was foreign-born 
than native-born reported death or disability of breadwinner or 
another member of family as a cause of need. Included in these 
classes were accident, illness, or death of breadwinner or of another 
member of family. 

Neglect or bad habits of breadwinner includes desertion by hus- 
band, incarceration of breadwinner, intemperance of breadwinner, 
and neglect by breadwinner. This class of causes alone, or along with 
other causes, was reported in 20.1 per cent of the total number of 
cases, involving 23.3 per cent of the total number of persons. Of the 
cases in which the head was native-born, 22.6 per cent are so reported, 
and of the foreign-born 18.6 per cent. 

Old age was reported as a cause of need in 5.7 per cent of the cases 
in which the head was foreign-born and in 5.1 per cent of the cases in 
which the head was native-born.

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Of the 1,575 persons 20 years of age or over reporting conjugal 
condition, 1,019, or 64.7 per cent, were married; 306, or 19.4 per cent, 
were deserted, separated, or widowed; and 250, or 15.9 per cent, were 
single.

It may be seen that the greater proportion of the work done by the 
society is for the cases in which the head is foreign-born. The 
number of such cases assisted is 976, or 58.7 per cent of the total 
number, involving 3,897 persons, or 62.4 per cent of the total number 
of persons. Of the native-born, but 49 cases, or 2.9 per cent of the 
total number, are the second-generation immigrants. 

Considering the races, the cases in which the head is white, native- 
born of native father, show the largest number assisted, having 605 
cases or 36.4 per cent of the total number, involving 2,109 persons, 
or 33.8 per cent of the total number of persons. The foreign-born 
Hebrew had the next largest number assisted, having 302 cases, or 
18.2 per cent, with 1,496 persons, or 24 per cent, involved. The 
foreign-born Irish had 254 cases assisted, or 15.3 per cent, involving 
827 persons, or 13.2 per cent of the total number of persons. Each 
of the remaining races represented had less than 10 per cent of the 
total number of cases. 

Races represented by 20 or more cases have been selected for a 
more detailed study. 



APPARENT CAUSE OF NEED. 

The apparent causes for seeking assistance of the society were 
tabulated under fourteen headings, and again grouped under five 
classes. 6 The per cent of cases and persons involved, by race of 
head of case, under each class are given in the table below. Owing 
to the fact that more than one apparent cause often appears on a 
case, the per cent for each race will equal more than 100.

Lack of employment or insufficient earnings, alone or along with 
other causes, is the chief cause of need. The proportion of cases 
reporting this cause was 70.3 and of the persons involved 71.7. 
With but two exceptions, the German and Hebrew, the cases in which 
the head is foreign-born show a much higher proportion reporting 
lack of employment or insufficient earnings than the native-born. 

Death or disability of breadwinner, alone or along with other 
causes, is given as a cause of need in 24.8 per cent of the number of 
cases reporting, involving 26.6 per cent of the total number of per- 
sons. Death or disability of another member of family, alone or 
along with other causes, is given in 8 per cent of the number of cases 
reporting, involving 10.3 per cent of the persons. Sickness or death 
was reported in but 8.8 per cent of the total number of foreign-born 
Scotch cases. 
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Neglect or bad habits of breadwinner, alone or along with other 
causes, was given as a cause of need in 15.7 per cent of the number 
of cases reporting, involving 14.4 per cent of the total number of 

fersons. Among the cases m which the head was foreign-born the 
talian had the lowest per cent of cases so reporting the cause of need. 
Old age is shown in but 2.2 per cent of the total number of cases 
reported as a cause of need.

As noted above, employment secured received the greatest atten- 
tion of the society, having 45.3 per cent of the cases reporting so 
assisted, involving 40.7 per cent or the number of persons. The pro- 
portion of cases of the different races aided by securing employment 
varies from 74.2 per cent of the cases in which the head was a negro, 
native-born of native father, to 16.4 per cent of the cases in which the 
head was Hebrew foreign-born.

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The foregoing table shows that out of 1,876 children 6 and under 
16 years of age involved in the cases assisted 8.9 per cent were at 
home, 87 per cent were at school, and 4.1 per cent were at work. 

The non-English-speaking races have a larger proportion of chil- 
dren at school than the English-speaking races, the Swedish, native- 
born of foreign father, having the highest per cent (95.2), and the 
English, native-born of foreign father, the lowest (82.1). The 
highest per cent of children at home was shown by the English, 
native-born of foreign father, and the lowest by the German, native- 
born of foreign father. The Germans, native-born of foreign father, 
have the greatest per cent of their number at work, and the Swedish, 
native-born of foreign father had none out of a total of 42 children. 

Among the children, either foreign-born or native-born of foreign

The total number of cases assisted was 2,124, and the total number 
of persons represented in these cases was 9,045. The head of the case 
was native-born in 711 cases, or 33.5 per cent of the total number, 
and was foreign-born in 1,413 cases, or 66.5 per cent. There were 
practically twice as many foreign-born cases assisted as native-born, 
and included in the 711 native-born cases were 380 cases, or 12.9 per 
cent of the total number, in which the father of the head of the case 
was foreign-born.

It will be noted that the largest proportion for any one race is 32, 
represented by cases in which the head was foreign-born Polish. A 
much smaller per cent is shown for the other races, the white native- 
born of native father having 15 per cent, German foreign-born 11.1 per 
cent, South Italian foreign-born 9.1 per cent, German native-born of 
foreign father 7 per cent, Irish foreign-born 5.6 per cent, and Irish 
native-born of foreign father 5 per cent. 

The persons involved in these cases show practically the same distri- 
bution among the different races. 

Taking Table 1 as a basis, a selection of the races represented by 20 
or more cases was made for a more detailed study.

The cause showing the largest proportion of cases and persons 
involved is lack of employment or insufficient earnings, alone or 
combined with other causes. Such a cause of need was reported 
in 68.4 per cent of the total number of cases assisted. Sixty-seven 
and two-tenths per cent of the foreign-born reported lack of employ- 
ment or insufficient earnings, as compared with 70.7 per cent of 
the native-born and 71.8 per cent of the native-born of foreign 
father. The greater per cent of the cases of each race included in 
these tables report lack of employment or insufficient earnings, 
alone or combined with other causes, as the apparent cause of 
need.

The cases in which the head is English native-born of foreign 
father show the largest proportion, 83.1, reporting lack of employ- 
ment or insufficient earnings as the apparent cause of need, and 
the foreign-born German the smallest proportion, 49.6. These two 
races present not only the largest and smallest proportion, but 
there is a considerable difference between the per cent shown by 
these races and the next in order. Of the first six races reporting 
lack of employment or insufficient earnings, as shown in the outline, 
one race, the foreign-born South Italian, is a non-English-speaking 
race; of the last five races, four are non-English-speaking races. 
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The second most important apparent cause of need was death or 
disability of breadwinner. Under this general heading was included 
accident to breadwinner, death of breadwinner, and illness of 
breadwinner. The per cent of the total number of cases so reported, 
alone or combined with other causes, was 34.3, and of the total 
number of persons involved was 33.8. Thirty-five per cent of the 
cases where the head was foreign-born reported death or disability 
of breadwinner as an apparent cause of need, 32.9 per cent of the 
native-born, and 31.6 per cent of the native-born of foreign father. 

The cases in which the head was foreign-born German assisted 
on account of death or disability of breadwinner show the greatest 
proportion, or a per cent of 41.5. This is closely followed by the 
German native-born of foreign father, reporting 38.3 per cent. 
The Polish native-born of foreign father show the smallest proportion 
reporting this cause, a per cent of 13.8. 

The third most important apparent cause was death or disability of 
another member of family, which includes accident to another member 
of family, death of another member of family, and illness of another 
member of family. Twenty-one and one-tenth per cent of the 
cases in which heads were native-born and 18 per cent of the foreign- 
born gave death or disability of another member of family, alone 
or combined with other causes, as the apparent cause of need. The 
cases in which the head was foreign-born Canadian, other than 
French, had the greater per cent of cases, 27.4, classified under 
this cause of need, and the Polish native-born of foreign father the 
smaller per cent, 10.3 per cent. 

Under neglect or bad habits of breadwinner are classed desertion 
of husband, incarceration of breadwinner, and neglect by bread- 
winner. Of the 2,124 cases assisted, 16.1 per cent gave neglect or 
bad habits of breadwinner, alone or combined with other causes, 
as the apparent cause of need. Of the total number of cases where 
the head was foreign-born, 13.9 per cent reported neglect or bad 
habits of breadwinner as compared with 20.4 per cent of the cases 
where the head was native-born, and 19.2 per cent where the head 
was native-born of foreign father. 

The cases in which the head was Polish native-born of foreign 
father head this list, having 34.5 per cent of their total number 
reporting neglect or bad habits of bread-winner, while the foreign- 
born South Italian show that only 6.2 per cent were assisted on 
this account. Four of the other races reported under this class 
have about the same proportion of cases — the Irish native-born of 
foreign father 24.5 per cent; Canadian, other than French foreign- 
born, 23.3 per cent; white native-born of native father 21.4 per cent; 
and English native-born of foreign father 19.7 per cent. 

Old age, alone, or combined with other causes, was reported as an 
apparent cause of need in 9.2 per cent of the total number of cases. 
This cause was given in 4.8 per cent of the cases where the head was 
native-born, 5 per cent of those native-born of foreign father, and 11.5 
per cent of those of the foreign-born. The foreign-born Irish and 
German show the largest proportion of cases reporting old age as an 
apparent cause of need, the former having a per cent of 21.8 and the 
latter 20.3. The other races report a small proportion of cases in this 
class of causes. The table showing the percentage of persons in- 
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volved in the cases reporting old age as an apparent cause of need 
shows a much smaller number of persons involved under this class, 
due to the fact that the cases in which this cause is given consist, 
with but few exceptions, of from one to three individuals.

As seen by referring to the foregoing tables, food or meals, alone, 
or with other assistance, were provided in 83.1 per cent of the total 
number of cases and for 83.7 per cent of the total number of persons 
involved in the cases assisted. Of the cases in which the head was 
foreign-born, 85.2 per cent were furnished this assistance, of the 
native-born 79 per cent, and of the native-born of foreign father 78.2 
per cent. Considering the races, 90.1 per cent of the cases in which 
the head was foreign-born Polish were found in need of food or 
meals. The per cent of cases for the other races varies little, from 
87.1 to 75.3 per cent. Similar proportions are shown for the persons 
involved. 

Fuel, alone, or with other aid, was furnished to 64.8 per cent of the 
total number of cases and to 66.7 per cent of the total number of 
persons involved. The cases in wnich the head was foreign-born 
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received this assistance in 69.4 per cent, the native-born in 55.6 per 
cent, and the native-born of foreign father in 55.5 per cent. The per 
cent for the races given fuel range from 76.8 of the cases in which the 
head was foreign-born Polish to 47.9 of the native-born of foreign 
father English. 

Employment was secured in 33.5 per cent of the total number of 
cases, involving 34.3 per cent of the total number of persons. Of the 
total number of cases in which the head was foreign-born, 30.8 per 
cent were aided by having employment secured, of the native-born 
cases 38.8 per cent, and of the native-born of foreign father 41.6 per 
cent. Out of the 2,124 cases assisted, 68.4 per cent reported lack of 
employment or insufficient earnings and 33.5 per cent were given 
employment. 

Kent was given to 13.8 per cent of the total number of cases, cloth- 
ing to 7.3 per cent, and medicine or medical assistance to 6.8 per cent. 

PERSONS PEE CASE. 



The total number of persons involved in the cases assisted was 
9,045. Of this number 4,366 were males and 4,679 were females. 

Taking figures from Table 1, we find the average number of persons 
per case was 4.26. The cases where the head was foreign-born aver- 
aged 4.38 persons to a case, the native-born of foreign father 4.11 
persons, and the native-born 4.01 persons.

Lack of employment or insufficient earnings, alone or combined 
with other causes, was the chief cause of need reported by the cases 
consisting only of husband and wife, having 63.7 per cent so reported. 
Old age comes next in importance, with 32.1 per cent. As shown by 
Table 99, in 44.4 per cent of these cases the head of the case was 60 
years of age or over. 

Disability of husband was reported in 31.6 per cent of the cases, 
death or disability of another member of the family in 15 per cent, 
and neglect or bad habits of husband in 7.7 per cent. 

Old age was reported a cause of need in 46.9 per cent of the cases 
in Which the husband was foreign-born, and only 7.9 per cent of the 
native-born.

There are practically no divorces among the people seeking aid 
from the societies, and the terms deserted and separated are almost 
synonymous, and have been combined. 

Of the 678 cases where the wife was reported deserted, separated, 
or widowed, 528 cases, or 77.9 per cent, were reported widowed, and 
150 cases, or 22.1 per cent, deserted or separated. There were 7.1 per 
cent of the total number of cases reported deserted or separated. 
The per cent of such cases is smaller among the foreign-born than the 
native-born.

The foregoing table indicates that a large per cent of the foreign- 
born assisted by the society (42.7) have been in the United States 
twenty years or over, 7.9 per cent under five years, 23.8 per cent under 
ten years, and 57.3 per cent under twenty years. The South Italian

The non-English-speaking races, both native-born of foreign father 
and foreign-born, 6 years of age or over, involved in the cases assisted 
by the Charity Association Society, report 81.5 per cent able to speak 
the English language, and of the foreign-born alone 69.2 per cent.

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The greatest proportion of the work done was for the cases in which 
the head was Polish foreign-born, having 624 cases assisted, or 20 per 
cent of the total number, involving 3,189 persons, or 22.6 per cent of 
the total number of persons. The cases in which the head was white 
native-born of native father, follows with 557 cases, or 17.8 per cent, 
involving 2,267 persons, or 16.1 per cent. By referring to the fore- 
going table the races assisted, together with the number and per cent 
of cases and persons involved, may be noted. Avery small propor- 
tion of the Hebrews are assisted by the United Charities, owing to 
there being an active Hebrew society in Chicago which cares for 
members of that race.

The proportion of cases for each race reporting 
lack of employment or insufficient earnings as a cause of need varies 
from 80 per cent of the cases in which the head was South Italian 
foreign-born, to 44.5 per cent of the cases in which the head was Irish 
foreign-born. The white native-born of native father reported this 
class of causes in 59.6 per cent of such cases. 

Death or disability of breadwinner includes accident, illness, or 
death of breadwinner, and was reported, either alone or along with 
other causes, in 33.5 per cent of the total number of cases, involving 
32.6 per cent of the total number of persons. The race reporting the 
largest per cent (41.7) of cases seeking assistance on account of death 
or disability of breadwinner is the English foreign-born, and the 
smallest per cent (14) is the Slovak foreign-born. 

Death or disability of another member of family includes accident, 
illness, or death of another member of family. This apparent cause 
of need, alone or along with other causes, was found in 29 per cent 
of the total number of cases, involving 31.8 per cent of the total 
number of persons. 

Neglect or bad habits of breadwinner, alone or along with other 
causes, was reported the apparent cause of need in 26.2 per cent of 
the total number of cases, involving 28.4 per cent of the total number 
of persons. Neglect or bad habits of breadwinner includes desertion 
by husband, incarceration of breadwinner, intemperance of bread- 
winner, and neglect by breadwinner. This cause was reported in 23.5 
per cent of the cases where the head was foreign-born, in 31.1 per cent 
of the cases where the head was native-born, and in 35.2 per cent of 
the cases where the head was native-born of foreign father. 

Old age was the cause of need in 3.9 per cent of the total number 
of cases, involving 1.6 per cent of the total number of persons.

The term "widow," as used in these tables, includes, besides the 
widowed, deserted, or divorced, those wives whose husbands are 
residing elsewhere and unmarried mothers living with their children.

It appears that out of the 5,264 persons 20 years of age or over 
reporting conjugal condition, 3,528, or 67 per cent, are married; 
1,207, or 22.9 per cent, are deserted, separated, or widowed; and 
529, or 10 per cent, are single.

The number of cases in which the wife is the head of the case and 
reported widowed, deserted, or separated was 1,081, or 34.6 per cent 
of the total number of cases.

Table 123 shows by sex and general nativity and race of individual 
the occupation of the children 6 and under 16 years of age. The per 
cent of the children at school was 87.4, at home 7.4, and at work 5.2. 
The Canadian, other than French, native-born of foreign father, had 
the largest per cent (19.1) at home, and the Bohemian and Moravian, 
native-born of foreign father, had the largest per cent (9.8) at work. 

Table 124 gives a comparison of the occupation of children 6 and 
under 16 years of age or the first and second generation immigrant 
and of the white native-born of native father, by general nativity 
and race of father.

It is found that of the 6,237 persons 6 years of age or over of the 
non-English-speaking races first and second generation immigrant, 
82.5 per cent speak English. Of the foreign-born, or first-generation 
immigrant, 67.7 per cent speak English, while of the native-born of 
foreign father, or second-generation immigrant, 97.6 per cent speak 
English. With the exception of the native-born of foreign father, 
the males exceed the females in the proportion speaking English. 

The races showing the lowest per cent of persons speaking the 
English language are Slovak 51.1 per cent, Lithuanian 54.9 per cent, 
Polish 55.2 per cent, South Italian 61.9 per cent, Magyar 64.2 per 
cent, Bohemian and Moravian 66.1 per cent, and Hebrew 66.7 per 
cent. The German second generation, Swedish foreign-born, Nor- 
wegian foreign-born, Dutch foreign-born, Polish second genera- 
tion, and German foreign-born show a very large per cent speaking 
English, the per cents ranging from 99.9 per cent for the German 
second generation to 91.7 per cent for the German foreign-born.

The political condition of males 21 years of age or over at the time 
of coming to the United States who had been here five years or more.

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During the period of the investigation 1,842 cases were assisted, 
involving 7,112 persons. The cases in which the head was native- 
born comprise the larger proportion having 1,718 cases, or 93.3 per 
cent of the total number, consisting of 6,621 persons, or 93.1 per cent 
of the total number of persons. The number of cases in" which 
the head was foreign-born was 124, or 6.7 per cent of the total 
number of cases, consisting of 491 persons, or 6.9 per cent of the 
total number of persons. The cases in which the head was native- 
born of foreign father show a total of 326, or 17.7 per cent of the total 
number of cases, with 1,284 persons involved, or 18.1 per cent of the 
total number of persons. 

The white native-born of native father, received the largest share 
of the assistance given by the society; 1,164 cases, or 63.2 per cent 
of the total, were assisted. These cases involved 4,539 persons, or 
63.8 per cent of the total number of persons. In 12.4 per pent of the 
cases the heads were negro native-born of native father, in 10.7 per 
cent native-born of German father, in 4.6 per cent native-born of 
Irish father, in 2.9 per cent foreign-born German, and in 1.1 per cent 
foreign-born Irish. The remaining races noted in the table show but 
a small number of cases assisted. But few Hebrews were assisted, 
due to the fact that the Hebrew Charity Society is very active in 
assisting members of this race.

Lack of employment or insufficient earnings, alone, or along with 
other causes, was the apparent cause of need in 39.8 per cent of the 
total number of cases, involving 40.7 per cent of the total number of 
persons. The foreign cases reported this cause of need in 37.8 per 
cent of their cases and the native-born in 42 per cent. The cases in 
which the head was German foreign-born had the greatest per cent 
(49.1) of cases and the Hebrew foreign-born, the smallest per cent 

(15.8) of cases reporting lack of employment or insufficient earnings 
as an apparent cause of need. 

Death or disability of another member of family, alone, or along 
with other causes, was reported in 37.1 per cent of the total number 
of cases, involving 45.6 per cent of the total number of persons. 
Included in this class are accident, illness, or death of another member 
of family. The foreign-born reported this cause of need in 42.8 
per cent of their cases and the native-born in 31 per cent. The cases 
m which the head was Hebrew foreign-born had the largest per cent 
(67.1), and the Irish native-born of foreign father, the smallest per 
cent (16.7) of cases reporting this cause of need. 

Death or disability of breadwinner, alone, or along with other 
causes, was the apparent cause of need in 34.2 per cent of the total 
number of cases, involving 30.9 per cent of the total number of per- 
sons. Included in this class are accident, illness, or death of bread- 
winner. 

Neglect or bad habits of breadwinner includes desertion by hus- 
band, incarceration of breadwinner, intemperance of breadwinner, 
and neglect by breadwinner. This class of causes, alone, or along 
with other causes, was reported in 26 per cent of the total number 
of cases, involving 28 per cent of the total number of persons. The 
• foreign-born reported this cause in 24.4 per cent of their cases and 
the native-born in 27.8 per cent. The cases in which the head was 
Norwegian native-born of foreign father show the largest per cent 

(42.9) of cases so reported and the Hebrew foreign-born, the smallest 
per cent (9.2). 

Old age, alone, or along with other causes, was reported in 7.2 per 
cent of the total number of cases, involving 3.2 per cent of the total 
number of persons. The cases in which the head was Irish, foreign- 
born, show the largest proportion of cases, or 20.5 per cent, so 
reported.

The tables show that 541 cases, or 49.7 per cent of the total number 
consisted of husband and wife, with or without children.

The cause showing the largest proportion of cases and persons 
involved is lack of employment or insufficient earnings, alone, or 
combined with other causes. Such a cause of need was reported in 
75 per cent of the total number of cases, involving 79.2 per cent of 
the total number of persons.

The number of cases assisted by the society consisting of husband 
and wife, with or without children, was 787, or 46.8 per cent of the 
total number. The largest proportion of cases in this group consist 
of husband and wife with from 3 to 5 children. The number of cases 
consisting of widow, with or without children, was 607, or 36.1 per 
cent. Of this number, 246 consisted of widow with from 1 to 2 chil- 
dren, and 183 consisted only of widow. The number of cases consist- 
ing of widower, with or without children, was 34, or 2 per cent, 20 
cases of which consisted only of widower. 

The largest proportion of cases for each race was found to consist 
of husband and wife, with or without children, with the exception of 
the negro native-born of native father. This race had 27.6 per cent 
consisting of husband and wife, with or without children; 2.1 per 
cent consisting of widower, with or without children; 48.6 per cent 
consisting of widow, with or without children; and 21.8 per cent classi- 
fied under " others. " 

Owing to the proportion of cases consisting only of husband and 
wife, a special study was made of these cases, tabulating by age of 
head of case and cause of need.

Of the total number of husbands in the cases consisting only of 
husband and wife, 56.9 per cent were 50 years of age or over, 34.8 per 
cent were 60 years of age or over, and 14.6 per cent were 70 years of 
age or over.

The total number of cases assisted reporting race of head of case 
was 1,556, involving 5,756 persons. By far the greater proportion of 
the work was among the native-born. The cases in which the head 
was native-born numbered 1,474, or 94.7 per cent of the total num- 
ber of cases, involving 5,468 persons, or 95 per cent of the total num- 
ber of persons. The cases in which the head was foreign-born 
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numbered 82, or 5.3 per cent of the total number of cases, involving 
288 persons, or 5 per cent of the total number of persons. The cases 
in wnich the head was native-born of foreign father numbered 13, or 
0.8 per cent of the total number of cases, involving 73 persons^ or 1.3 
per cent of the total number of persons. 

The race showing the largest proportion of cases assisted is the 
negro native-born of native father, with 886 cases, or 56.9 per cent of 
the total number of cases, involving 2,987 persons, or 51.9 per cent 
of the total number of persons. The white native-born of native 
father have the next largest number of cases, having 575 cases, or 
37 per cent of the total number of cases, involving 2,408 persons, or 
41.8 per cent of the total number of persons. 

Owing to the small number of cases in which the head was foreign- 
born or native-born of foreign father, only the cases in which the 
head was native-born of native father, white and negro, have 'been 
selected for further study. The totals, however, include all cases 
reporting data.

The cause of need most frequently reported was lack of employ- 
ment or insufficient earnings alone, or along with other causes. The 
native-born, however, show a smaller per cent of cases reporting 
lack of employment or insufficient earnings than death or disability 
of breadwinner. Of the total number of cases where the head is 
white, 58.4 per cent sought assistance on account of lack of employ- 
ment or insufficient earnings, and negro 38.4 per cent. 

Death or disability of breadwinner, which includes accident, ill- 
ness, or death of breadwinner, was the apparent cause of need in 
42.6 per cent of the total number of cases, involving 34.2 per cent of 
the total number of persons. A greater proportion of the negroes 
than of whites are assisted for this class of apparent cause of need. 

Death or disability of another member of family, which includes 
accident, illness, or death of another member of family, was the 
apparent cause of need in 34.2 per cent of the total number of cases, 
involving 42.1 per cent of the total number of persons. The negroes 
exceed the whites in the proportion of cases reporting this class of 
causes. 

Neglect or bad habits of breadwinner, which includes desertion by 
husband, incarceration of breadwinner, intemperance of bread- 
winner, and neglect by breadwinner, was the apparent cause of need 
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in 21.9 per cent of the total number of cases, with 25.1 per cent of 
the persons involved. This cause is reported for 26.8 per cent of the 
whites and 18.7 per cent of the negroes. 

Old age alone, or along with other causes, is the apparent cause of 
need in 7.8 per cent of the total number of cases and 4 per cent of 
the total number of persons.

The total number of persons 20 years of age or over reporting 
conjugal condition was 2,465. Of this number, 1,566, or 63.5 per 
cent, were married, 505, or 20.5 per cent, were deserted, separated, 
or widowed, and 394, or 16 per cent were single. 

Comparing the males and females, 71.2 per cent of the males and 
57.7 per cent of the females were married, 6.2 per cent of the males 
and 31.4 per cent of the females were deserted, separated, or widowed, 
and 22.6 per cent of the males and 10.9 per cent of the females were 
single.

Comparing the cases in which the head is a wife reported widowed, 
deserted, or separated with the total number of cases assisted, 289 
cases, or 18.6 per cent, had the wife as head and reported widowed, 
and 115 cases, or 7.4 per cent, had the wife as head and reported 
deserted or separated. The cases in which the head was negro 
native-born of native father, had 21.9 per cent with a wife widowed 
as the head of the case, and 7.9 per cent with a wife deserted or sepa- 
rated, while the white native-born of native father had 14.8 per cent 
with a wife widowed and 6.6 per cent with the wife deserted or 
separated. 

Practically one-fourth of the cases assisted by the society consisted 
of cases in which the wife was the head of the case reported widowed, 
deserted, or separated. Of the 404 cases so reported, 289, or 71.5 
per cent, were cases in which the wife was widowed, and 115, or 28.5

The total number of children involved in the cases assisted, 6 and 
under 16 years of age, was 1,807. Seventy-eight and five-tenths of 
this number were at school, 18.5 per cent were at home, and 3 per 
cent were at work. 

Comparing the male and female, 80 per cent of the males and 77 
per cent of the females were at school, 16.5 per cent of the males and 
20.6 per cent of the females were at home, and 3.6 per cent of the 
males and 2.4 per cent of the females were at work. 
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HONOLULU. 

This report covers the work of the Associated Charities of Honolulu, 
Hawaii, during the six months' period from December 1, 1908, to 
May 31, 1909. In order to satisfactorily present the data for Hono- 
lulu, it was necessary to modify the form of tabulation used for the 
cities of continental United States. It was impossible, therefore, 
to combine the data for Honolulu with those for the other cities 
included in the Commission's investigation. Instead of the nativity 
division followed in the reports for other cities, the following group 
classifications are used in the report for Honolulu : 

1. Persons born in Hawaiian Islands of native (Hawaiian) father. 

2. Persons born in Hawaiian Islands of father born elsewhere. 

3. Persons born in continental United States of native father. 

4. Persons born in continental United States of father born else- 
where. 

5. Persons foreign-born. (Born in countries other than Hawaii 
and continental United States.)

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During the period of the investigation 117 cases were assisted, 
involving 429 persons. The cases in which the head was foreign-born 
comprise the larger proportion assisted, with 81 cases, or 69.2 per 
cent of the total number, involving 330 persons, or 76.9 per cent of 
the total number of persons involved.

Of the 81 foreign-born heads of cases 42, or one-half, had been in 
Hawaii twenty years or more. The Portuguese are represented by 
43 cases, and 34 of that number had been in Hawaii twenty years or 
more. Of the 81 foreign-born 16 had been in Hawaii less than five 
years, 19 from five to nine years, and 4 from ten to fourteen years.

PAUPERISM 1ST THE UNITED STATES, 1850 TO 1908. 

This section of the Commission's report on "Immigrants as 
Charity Seekers" consists of a compilation of Federal statistics rela- 
tive to pauperism in the United States from 1850 to 1908. Statis- 
tics are available from two sources, the Bureau of the Census and the 
Bureau of Immigration and Naturalization. 

The United States census first gave statistics of pauperism in 1850. 
That census and those of 1860 and 1870, gave, as far as ascertainable, 
data relative to public charitable aid including " out-door relief." 
The census of 1880 shows only an enumeration of paupers in the 
public almshouses. In 1890 and in 1904 the census in addition to 
enumerating the inmates of public almshouses, also stated the inmates 
of charitable and benevolent institutions, public and private, in the 
United States. 

The United States Bureau of Immigration and Naturalization in 
1904 and again in 1908 collected and published data relative to the 
number of aliens in charitable institutions. These statistics are pre- 
sented by race of the inmates, instead of by nationality as in the 
census. The Bureau of Immigration and Naturalization since 1892 
has published annually the number of immigrants seeking admission 
to the United States and the number debarred as "paupers or likely 
to become a public charge." 

GENERAL EEVIEW OP CENSUS STATISTICS. 

Censuses of 1850, 1860, and 1870. Paupers in Almshouses and Persons 
Receiving Out-door Relief. 

In the census of 1850, in order to secure data relative to paupers, 
information was obtained from the population returns and from 
parish and county records. 

This census and those for 1860 and 1870 are comparable, all includ- 
ing the number of persons receiving out-door relief as far as ascer- 
tainable. They do not include, however, those in charitable insti- 
tutions, such as hospitals and dispensaries, or those in asylums for the 
insane, the feeble-minded, the blmd, or the deaf and the dumb. The 
compiler in noting these facts says in 1870 that the pauperism of the 
afflicted class and of the inmates of such institutions is to be regarded 
as incident to their several disabilities or infirmities, and that while 
some of these persons would be paupers if they were not so afflicted, 
far more are only paupers because they are thus afflicted and while 
thus afflicted. 

It is well to note also that attention is called to the fact that the 
immediate relief given in the ports by immigration commissioners 
is not considered, as the immigrant does not become a pauper until 

a ' ' Out-door relief, ' ' in the more general use, means the aid given to the poor outside 
of institutions, as, in their homes. 
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he has passed from under the control of the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, and becomes a registered inmate of some asylum or alms- 
house and that, until such time, he can not be said to constitute a 
pauper of the city or State. The development in the idea of inclusion 
and exclusion of the several classes will be indicated in the discussion 
of the various tables. 

Tables 1, 2, and 3 give the census results for 1850, 1860, and 1870, 
of the paupers in public institutions, including the out-door relief 
reported. These tables are as follows:

Censuses oe 1880, .1890, and 1904. Paupers in Almshouses. 

In the censuses of 1880, 1890, and 1900 no attempt was made to 
include statistics relative to out-door relief because of the incomplete- 
ness of the data gathered. The total out-door poor is, however, 
stated in 1880 and 1890 as received, but attention is called in 1890 
to a single instance to show the great inaccuracy of it, namely, that 
the whole city of Boston only reports 13 out-door cases. The returns 
for 1850, 1860, and 1870 are therefore not strictly comparable with 
those for 1880, 1890, and 1900, which only enumerated paupers in 
public almshouses. 

Census of 1880. 

The census for 1880 furnishes figures showing the number of 
paupers in public almshouses on June 1, 1880. The data tabulated 
are shown in Table 4.

Census of 1890. 

The census of 1890 includes data both for almshouses and for 
benevolent institutions. Under almshouses are reported establish- 
ments owned and controlled by counties and towns, and even paupers 
permanently supported by contract with private persons are 
included. Hospitals for the sick and for the insane and children's 
homes are listed as benevolent institutions and not as almshouses. 
As the methods of the States differed somewhat in this, it was 
stated that it caused the enumerators some difficulty in following 
this classification. For instance, New York includes inmates of 
hospitals for sick and for the insane as in almshouses, which was 
not done by the census. On the other hand, in Wisconsin the pau- 
per insane in county insane asylums have been included by the 
census in almshouses, although they are not included by the State 
authorities. Massachusetts classifies the children in the Marcella 
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Street Home as paupers which the census places under benevolent 
institutions. In this census no returns for paupers in public alms- 
houses were received from Alaska, Indian Territory, Oklahoma, or 
Wyoming. New Mexico reports only one.

Census of 1904. 

A census of paupers in almshouses was taken December 31, 1903, 
and the results were published as a part of the United States Cen- 
sus bulletin entitled " Paupers in almshouses, 1904." In making 
comparisons it must be assumed that the population in 1903 was the 
same as in 1900. 

The same general rule as in 1890 appears to have been followed in 
determining what are almshouses. In place of taking the previous 
census date of June 1, this census fixed upon December 31 as show- 
ing more accurately the normal number in the almshouses. The 
census for 1880 and that for 1890 gives only the number of inmates 
present on the census date June 1. The census of 1904 gives data 
also as to number admitted during the year from January 1 to 
December 31, 1904, and gives in addition a table accounting for dis- 
charges, deaths, and transfers. However, for purposes of comparison 
only the table for December 31, 1903, will be given. The other 
tables are published in the census bulletin for 1904, above referred to. 
The tables shown in the Commission's report are as follows.

Comparison of Census Figures op Paupers in Almshouses, 1850 to 1903. 

As has already been stated, only a very general comparison can be 
made of the data shown in the census reports from 1850 to 1903 , for the 
reason that the class of institutions included varied in the different 
censuses. However, the enumerations for 1850, 1860, and 1870 are 
comparable and the census data for 1880, 1890, and December 31, 
1903, are along the same general lines. 

For convenience of comparison the table which follows gives the 
number and ratio of paupers in public almshouses enumerated on 
date of census, by sex, color, and nativity, for 1850, 1860, 1870, 1880, 
1890, and 1903. In the censuses of 1850, 1860, and 1870 the figures 
include incomplete returns for persons given out-door relief .

The number of paupers per 1,000,000 population declined steadily 
with each census period. The number of native-born paupers per 
1,000,000 native-born in the population declined more rapidly than 
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did the number of foreign-born paupers per 1,000,000 foreign-born 
in the population. During the period from 1880 to 1903 the number 
of white paupers per 1,000,000 of the white population declined more 
than did the number of colored paupers per 1,000,000 of the colored 
population; and during the same period the number of male paupers 
per 1,000,000 of the male population declined but little, while the 
number of female paupers per 1,000,000 of the female population de- 
clined materially. 

The table which follows shows the distribution, by color and 
nativity, of paupers enumerated in public almshouses and ratio of 
paupers to general population of same color and nativity, for the 
decennial periods 1880, 1890, and 1903.

The following comment on the figures for 1903 appears in the 
census report: 

The figures showing the number of paupers per 100,000 population for 1903 are 
computed on the 1900 population, and are consequently higher than the true fijpireB 
based on the actual population in 1903 would be. Therefore, they clearly indicate 
that the ratio is still decreasing for the native white and for the colored paupers. 
For the foreign-born white the ratio is much smaller than in 1880, but somewhat 
greater than in 1890. 

It appears from the above table that the aggregate number of 
paupers in almhouses increased with each decade, but that the 
number per 100,000 population decreased materially. During the 
period from 1880 to 1903 the number of native-born white paupers 
per 100,000 of the native-born white population declined more than 
did the number of foreign-born white paupers per 100,000 of the 
foreign-born white population. During the same period the number 
of white paupers per 100,000 of the white population declined more 
than did the number of colored paupers per 100,000 of the colored 
population. In each of the years shown on the page following the 
proportion of foreign-born white paupers is much larger than the 
proportion of foreign-born whites in the total population.

BENEVOLENT INSTITUTIONS. 

After the census of 1850 was taken the Superintendent of the 
Census reports that he perceived the weight of the objection that as 
no account was tak-en of those supported or relieved by individual 
charities, the statistics would not represent the whole number of 
paupers supported in the United States, and therefore he issued a 
circular in March, 1854, to the proper officers of the several States, 
in different sections, in order if possible to make some estimate of the 
private charities, benevolent associations, etc., but that the returns, 
though interesting, were not as numerous as desired. The data enu- 
merated for several cities are so meager that it could not be used for 
this report, no information being given as to the nativity of the indi- 
viduals. 

In the census of 1890, however, the statistics of the inmates of 
benevolent institutions were taken, as also again in 1903. The 
latter census, however, reports only the total number and gives no 
data as to the nativity of the inmates. 

In explaining the expression "benevolent institutions," the 
Eleventh Census says: 

There are, among institutions devoted to works of beneficence, such as the care of 
the sick, of the aged, and of children, some of which receive no compensation for the 
service rendered other than that derived from gifts, and from the interest or endow- 
ments, or from the slight earnings of the beneficiaries. Others, for instance certain 
hospitals, perform such services exclusively for pay, and receive no charity cases. 
Others still are of a mixed character. Among the institutions here listed are undoubt- 
edly some which are not strictly benevolent, though an effort has been made to 
exclude them. The list of hospitals, however, is as complete as it has been possible 
to make it , and includes all which were founded or are maintained by gifts or endow- 
ments, even where the patients admitted are known to pay for care and treatment. 
An attempt was made to expurge sanitariums and infirmaries which are private prop- 
erty and conducted for pecuniary profit. 

This census does not include under the number of inmates of benev- 
olent institutions, public and private, the inmates of hospitals for the 
insane, schools and homes for the deaf and blind, or asylums for the 
feeble-minded. 

In the introduction to the census of 1903 for benevolent institu- 
tions is the following: 

Under the definition adopted, institutions have been considered as benevolent if 
supported wholly or in part by public taxation, private endowment, or subscriptions, 
donations, or other forms of gifts for the benefit of the sick, aged, and needy. * * * 
In all cases it seemed better to give the term "benevolent institutions " a broad inter- 

a Compendium of United States Census 1850, "Charities." 
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pretation rather than omit mention of institutional charities possessing some local 
importance. Under the heading "benevolent institutions" are included those in 
which there may be some pay patients and in which there is a combination of educa- 
tional work and institutional care. Free dispensaries and so-called day nurseries 
have been included. Institutes for the blind and the deaf and dumb are included 
where they sustain a home. Inmates of almshouses and schools for feeble-minded 
are not included nor institutional activities confined to a brief part of the year. 

- It will be necessary in comparing the total inmates in benevolent 
institutions, given in 1890, with the number of 1904 to bear in mind 
that the latter in most tables given by the census includes institutions 
for the deaf, dumb, and blind, which sustain a home. 

Census of 1890, Benevolent Institutions. 

Tables 24 to 34 enumerate the inmates of benevolent institutions, 
public and private, in the United States in 1890, exclusive of inmates 
of prisons, hospitals for insane, almshouses, and schools and homes 
for the deaf, the dumb, the blind, and the feeble-minded.

Census op 1904, Benevolent Institutions. 

The report for benevolent institutions, published by the census in 
1904, gives no tables corresponding to those for 1890, showing nativ- 
ity, race, or nationality of the inmates. It does give the total number 
of inmates and the cost of maintenance of institutions. Table 35 
grves a general summary of all benevolent institutions, public and 
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private, and exclusive of prisons, hospitals for insane, almshouses, 
schools for the feeble-minded, and schools and homes for the deaf and 
the blind, by States and Territories. It is thus comparable with the 
number of inmates reported in 1890. The title of the table is as 
follows : 

Table 35. General summary of all benevolent institutions, public 
and private (exclusive of prisons, hospitals for insane, almshouses, 
schools for feeble-minded, and schools and homes for the deaf and 
blind), 1904. 

The total number of inmates January 1, 1904, was 268,656, against 
111,910, June 1, 1890. The cost of maintenance is not given in 1890, 
but in 1903 the total cost is given as $52,053,950, not including 
schools and homes for deaf and blind. 

UNITED STATES BUREAU OF IMMIGRATION AND NATURALIZATION. 

Aliens in Charitable Institutions. 

In 1898 the Commissioner-General of Immigration reported that, 
with a view to obtaining light upon the subject of the number of 
immigrants in charitable institutions, inquiries had been sent to the 
managers of charitable, penal, and reformatory institutions. Every 
official, however, stated that no statistics were kept of alien crimi- 
nals, paupers, or insane persons, but that they were all classed as 
foreigners. 

In conformity with the act of March 3, 1903, the Bureau of Immi- 
gration and Naturalization, by means of special agents, however, 
collected data relative to alien inmates of all penal, charitable, and 
reformatory institutions in the United States. Four years later simi- 
lar statistics were again gathered by the bureau. All institutions, 
except those for the insane, and penal and reformatory institutions, 
which latter included juvenile delinquents, were classified as chari- 
table institutions. Inmates of almshouses, homes, asylums for orphans, 
juveniles, and feeble-minded were included. 

The statistics, except for grand totals in a general way, can not be 
compared with the census, as they are more inclusive and are tabu- 
lated by race of people and not by nationality. The fact must be borne 
in mind, also, as with the census, that pay patients are included. 

The following tables are from the report of the United States 
Bureau of Immigration for 1904.

DEBARRED AND DEPORTED IMMIGRANTS. 

The United States Bureau of Immigration and Naturalization since 
1892 has reported the number of intended immigrants refused admis* 
sion to the United States, among other reasons, as paupers or persons 
likely to become public charges. The bureau also reports the num- 
ber of immigrants deported after landing. Data relative to debarred 
and deported immigrants from the reports of the United States Bureau 
of Immigration and Naturalization have been compiled and are shown 
in the tables which follow:
